Hereas the Kings Maieſtie hath alwayes bene ready to imbꝛate and cheriſh 
| ſuch aperfect amitie and friendſhip betweene him and the KingofSpaine, and 
> || the Archdukes his good bꝛethꝛen, as might ſtand with his owne Honour, and 
the tommon good ofhis people (Foz the better and moze particuler obleruation 
IS || whereof,therehath bene lately paſſed a Treatie, wherein his Maieſties royall 
will and pleaſure is made ſo notoꝛious tothe woꝛld in all things, as whoſoeuer 
= doeth, oꝛ ſhall troſſe the ſinteritie of his Maieſties intention by any action of 


theirs, tannot auopd the cenſure of high e wilfull contempt againſt his perſonand State,) Although 
his Maieſtie is not ignoꝛant, that theſe offences fo: the moſt part, are dayly commirred vy ſuch, as 


(partly out of their owne oꝛiginall coꝛruption, and partly by habite of ſpoile and rapine) are become ſo 
inſenſible oz deſperate ofthe perill they dꝛaw vpon themlelnes, and the imputation they caſt vpon the 
honour of their Soueraigne( ſo pꝛetious to him) as his Maieſty is dꝛiuen foꝛ repaire thereof, to make 
open pꝛofeſſion of His ſinteritie in this kinde, moze often then otherwiſe he would: Neuertheleſſe, 
his Mateſtie hauing lately found by many circumſtances, that moſt oftheſe great faults do grow and 
multiply, by negligence of inferiour Officers, (eſpetially ſuch as are reſident in the Poꝛts, and dwell 
in the Maritime Counties, ) from whom his Maieſtie expecteth ſo continuall care and vigilantie ( not 
onely out of feare ot his Maieſties diſpleaſure, but euen foꝛ tonſtiente ſake,) as they ſhould bee rather 
induſtrious watches ouer thoſe that runne ſuch wicked tourſes, then (in any degree) Receitozs 02 A- 
bettozs ofthe ſame, conſidering that thoſe are as well actomptable to God, that hinder not the euill of 
others (being in their power, and incident to their peculiar places and dueties) as thoſe that are the 


perſonall Actozs, oꝛ contriuers ofthe ſame : His Mateſtie hath thought it neceſſary once againe to 
publiſh to all perſons of mhat place oꝛ condition ſoeuer within his Maieſties Dominions, theſe Rules 


and Oꝛdinantes following, as things whereuntoheecommandeth all perſons(whatſoener) toyeeld 


their duetifull obedience , vpon perill of his heaute indignation , and the grieuous paines belonging 
to the ſame. 


— his Maieſtie tommandeth that no Seaman oz Mariner whatſoener, ſhalbe ſuffered to put 
imſelfe into any Warlike ſeruice at Sea of any foꝛreine inte oꝛ State, ſtraightly charging all 
that are in any ſuch Seruite already, to leaue the ſame pꝛeſently and without delay, and to reco2d 


their apparante in their natiue Countrey, to ſome ot his Mateſties Officers, vpon paine to be held and 
puniſhed as Pirats. 


Item. If any perſon offending, doe at any time hereafter tome into any pozt, oꝛ place of his Ma- 
ieſties Dominions, vpon what pꝛetext ſoeuer: his Maieſtie expꝛeſly chargeth all his Officers fooꝛth⸗ 
with to appꝛehend the ſame, and to tomnut them to pꝛiſon without Baile oz Mainpꝛiſe, and the Certi⸗ 
ficat thereof to be pꝛeſently returned into the Admiraltie Court, to the ends that they may bee pꝛotee 


ded Withall, accozding to the Lawes of the Realme, and the contents of his Maieſties tozmer 
Pꝛotlamations. 


Item, His Maieſtie tommandeth all his Subtects, (as they will auoyd his heauie indignation ) to 
foꝛbeare to be aiding oꝛ reteiuing ot any Ptrats, oz \uch perſons as ſhall tontinue in any ſuch Warlike 
ſeruite, as afoꝛeſaid, oꝛ any perſon not being a knowen Merchant, by contracting buying ſelling, oꝛ by 
victualling of them, oꝛ any of their Company, vpon paine foꝛ ſo doing, to be puniſhed pꝛelentlp, as the 
pꝛintipall Offendozs and Pirats ought to be. 


Item, That no ſhipping, oꝛ men of warre, of what eſtate oꝛ condition ſoeuer, going foꝛth with 
commiſſion of repꝛiſall, oz in any other warlike maner to ſerue at Seas, ſhall be permitted in any ot 
his Maieſties poꝛts, oꝛ in the members thereofto victual oꝛ relieue themlelues with any warlike pꝛo⸗ 
mſions, thereby to enable themſelues the better, toany acts of hoſtilitie at Sea againſt any of his 
Maieſties friends: but onely in their returne homewards, ifthey happen to come into any of his 
Mateſties poꝛts, that then it ſhall be lawfull fo: them to relieue themſelues with victuall, oz other 


neteſſaries to ſerue them onely fo; the ſpaceof twentie dayes and no moze, which is a pzopoztion rea- 
ſonable to ble in trade of merchandtze. | ;

Item. That all viceWmirals, Cuſtomers,02 other officers of the Pozts ſhall not ſuffer any Ship 
ofhis Maieſties ſubiects to goe tothe Seas, befoze ſuch time as they (relpectinely in their ſenerall 
po2ts)baue duely ſearched and viſited the ſame, to the intent to ſtay ſuch perſons as apparantly ſhall 
be furniſhed foꝛ the warres, and not foz merchandiſe oꝛ fiſhing, And ik there ſhall be any maner ot 


ſuſpition that the laid perſon though he ſhall pzetend to trade foꝛ merthandiſe oz fiſhing hath oꝛ may 


haue any other intent by his pꝛoullions oz furniture, then to ble the trade of merchandiſe oꝛ fiſh 


t tin ſuch caſe of ſuſpition, the officers ofthe Pozts ſhall Nay, and no wayes ſuffer the ſame topaſſe 
tO the Seas: without good bands with ſufficient ſureties firſt had, to vle nothing, but the lawfuil 


trade of merchandiſe oꝛ fiſhing. And if the ſaid officers ſhall ſuffer any perſons other wile 


to repaire 


tothe Seas, then aboue is mentioned, they ſhall not onely anſWwere foꝛ any Pyꝛaties, which any ſuch

erſon ſhall chance hereafter to commit vpon the Seas, but ſhall ſuffer impxiſonment vntill the of- 
enders may be appzehended,if they ſhallbe lining, 


And further, as his Mateſtie declareth and denounteth generally all ſuch Pyꝛates and Nouers 


vpon the Seas to be out of his pꝛotettion, and therefoze to be lawłully purſued and puniſhed to the 
vttermoſt extremitie: ſo becauſe his Maieſtie pꝛeſumeth, that all other States and perſons in peace 


and friendſhip with him, will thinke it iuſt and honourable to pꝛoteede towardes him, with the ſame 


ſinteritie, Which hee obſerueth towards them: His Maieſtie doeth alſo hereby notiſie to the wozld, 


that where it falleth out that diuers of his Subiects are oꝛ may bee enterteyned to ſerue at Sea vn⸗ 


der Captaines and Commaunders belonging to ſome fozreme Pꝛinte oz State, (which are now oz 
map be in termes of Hoſtility with any of his Mateſties friends) thereby imagining, when they 
ſhal( vpon occaſion ) enter with their Shippes into any of his Pateſties Harboꝛoughs, that they ſhatl 


be free from any interruption atcoꝛding to the libertie of Common Amnty and cozreſpondency which 


is vſually obſerued betweene Pꝛintes in ſuch caſes, onely becauſe the Commaunder oz Captaine with 
ſome few perſons beſides are ſtraungers, and the reſt onely diſcouered tobe his Maieſties Subtects: 


Fo: as much as his Mateſtte ( hauing made his iuſt and equall intentions thus apparant to all men 


by his publike P2oclamations) would be loath to fruſtrate che expectation of any his friends whome 


it doth oz may concerne : He doth hereby declare to all the wozld, that if hee ſhall hereafter finde any 


ſuch fraudulent courle taken, in hope — auoid the true conſtruction of his ſo inſt and ne⸗ 


teſſarie ozdinances, the bꝛeach wherof gines of further trouble and tealouſies to ariſe betweene 
his Mateſtte and other Pꝛintes in the mutuall exerciſe of their Subiects free trade and entercourſe: 
he will make abſolute ſtay of any ſuch ſhippes and perſons, which ſhalbe ſo bꝛought into his Poꝛtes 


oꝛ Harbozoughs, as perſons and thinges wholly exempted from that pzotection and fauonr, whit 
Pee entendeth to maintaine and affoozd to all others which ſhall not in ſuch kmde goe about to ab 


teſties integritte, Whoſe deſire is to recetneno better meaſure in any thing, thenheis willt 
eg tm vpon the like occaſions, be "g
